When the Dundee and London steam- 
or Britannia approached the Tay on j 
Sunday afternoon week, during tho j 
prevalence of the storm, an extraordi- i 
nary sea was breaking over the bar, ! 
and it occurred to Captain .Speedy to j 
try the effect of oil in smoothing the j 
water. Mr. Booth, the mate, and Mr. I 
Anderson, the engineer, took charge of ! 
the experiment — tho latter in midships 
and the former at the stern, where there I 
was danger of the vessel being pooped \ 
from the tremendous waves that were i 
running at the time. The appliances j 
for distributing tho oil were hastily i in - j 
provised, and were by no means the 
most perfect that could bo contrived ; 
but Air. Booth, who carefully watch- 
i-d the operation, is satisfied that it 
had a beneficial effect, and that but 
for, it one heavy sea in particular 
>vonld undoubtedly hive broken over 
the ship. The results were such as to 
encourage furthor trial, and to niako 
it worth the attention of commanders 
of ships preparing apparatus for dis- 
tributing the oil when emergencies 
urise. 



Mrs. Olu*hant, an old friend of both 
the Carlyles, has an article in the cur- 
rent number of MacMillan's on the 
"reminiscences," which attracts much 
attention.

At the Epsom Petty Sessions recent- 
ly, before the Earl of Egmont and a 
full bench, Sir Garnet Wolseley was 
summoned for keeping two dogs at his 
residence, The Grange, Great Bookham, 
without having taken out licenses.

Computed upon tho rate at which 
the owners of the "jog" that extends 
from Government to Broad street value 
the fivfc or six feet which would ho re- 
quired to straighten Yatos street the 
atrip of land that extends along Gov- 
ernment street from For; to Johnson 
ought to be worth about §200,000. 
This aum would be sufficient to pay off 
tho whole corporation indebtedness unci 
leave a very handsome surplus in hand 
for bonusing woolen and other manu- 
factures. We do not, mind, advise tho 
selling of the strip, Government street 
being already too narrow ; but if the 
city intends to part with tho land it 
should bo sold — not given tiwar. The 
property-owners along the Ih.o of whose 
lots the deflection exists have no more 
right to the surplusage than they would 
Iiuvh to a welldllad pouketbook if pick- 
ed up in front of their premises. Hav- 
ing secured all the land they are entit- 
led to by right of purchase they cannot 
claim more. No matirr whether tho 
line of the street be 10 or 70 foet, tho 
principle involved is the same; and any 
man who should locate on tho extra 
land would be a squatter and liable to 
bo treated as such. The plea that 
is put forth is extenuation 
of tho attempt to appropri- 
ate 19 inches at the corner of John- 
son street is absurd. It is urged that 
the city surveyor gave the owner the 
" street lines. ; That statouiont is cor- 
rect. Ho did give tho " street lines " 
as directed by tho City Council; but 
ho did not give the lines of the lot. He 
did not survoy the lot at all; nor did 
he inform the owner that his lot cover- 
ed 19 inches more ground than he had 
paid for. There is all the difference im- 
aginable between defining tha lines of 
a street and the lines of a lot. The 
owner of that property had the lines of 
his lot d«r>n«-d «h fur back as 1858 or 
1859, and ho was thoroughly conversant 
wich its boundaries. The adoption of 
the new line would bo in the highest 
sense damaging to the interests of pro- 
perty-holders on Government street; 
but if it is deemed advisable to part 
with the Burplus land lot it bo Bold and 
the proceeds applied to tho extinguish- 
ment of tho city debt and the encour- 
agement of industrial pursuits. It 
must neither be jumped nor given 
away.

The American contractor who has 
entered into an engagement to con- 
struct a trans-insular railway in New- 
foundland is a Mr. Blackman. The 
route of the road is from St. John's to 
Hall Bay, with branch lines to Har 
bour Grace and Brigua. The first pro- 
position was to construct the line for a 
subsidy of 2,000,000 acres of land and 
$250,000 a year for 35 years, hut fin- 
ally tho offer of Mr. Blackmax to do 
the work for S1S0.000 a year for 35 
years and 1,000,000 acres of land was 
accepted unanimously by both parties 
in the House. It is said that Mr. 
BlaCKMAN is connected with the Betts' 
Cove Mining Company, and that a large 
part of the profit from the construction 
of tho line will accruo from the in- 
crease of the value of mining proper- 
ties. We have no information about 
• the length of the line, but suppose that, 
■with the branches, it will be fully 350 
miles long, and that, reckoning the land 
as being worth $1 an acre, the subsidy 
•will amount to a little more than $20,- 
000 a mile. If this is so, Newfound- 
land has made a bettor bargain than 
the Dominion did for a relatively much 
less formidable work. Canadians are 
at an utter loss to understand the rea- 
son why the first and largest offer was 
not accepted instead of the second and 
smaller.

To the Editor: — Your correspon- 
dent "Obaerver" has called attention to 
Mr. Walkem's neglect in making busi- 
ness arrangements, with Mr. Trutch for 
the payment of the Dominion grant to 
the Esquimalt graving dock. Should 
such neglect continue the result will be 
the stoppage of the work to the great 
injury of the province. Fortunately 
the publicity given in your columns to 
Mr. Walkem's misconduct will proba- 
bly result in good as the dread of popu 
lar indignation at his inexcusable con- 
duct will arouse him to do that which 
he should have done twelve mont. s 
since. 

I would not now trespass upon your 
spaco were it not for two other 
very important matters relating to the 
drydock. One is the caisson and the 
other ia the material of tho dock. The 
caisson is a costly thing of the value 
of probably fifty thousand dollars. If 
constructed in the province it would 
give employment to a large number of 
mechanics and would in many ways 
greatly henetit this city. Tho largo 
Dominion duty and the heavy freight 
upon bo bulky and heavy a piece of 
work together amount to a sum which 
renders it almost certain that tha foun- 
dries of Victoria could successfully 
eouipeto against those in Great Britain. 
Tenders should therefore Iw called for 
by Mr. Walkem and an opportunity 
given for provincial contractors to com- 
pote 

The manner in which tho dock work 
•was given to Mr. McN amee, the way 
that person was permitted to operate 
his contract, the evasion of construc- 
tion from month to month to suit his 
own-convenience until, without putting 
a dollar into the dock, he could arrange 
to take tens of thousands of dollars out 
of the job; the extraordinary pliancy of 
the chief commissioner of lands and 
workB in his hands, shrouded the ar- 
rangement of Mr. Walkem with Mr.

American Snip Sumatra Stiilsea An 
Unknown sorts in Baynea OnannoL 

At about 11 o'clock on Friday night the 
steam tug Alexander started from Depar 
ture Bay with tha ship Sumatra, Capt, 
Rock, in tow, bound for San Francisco 
with 1700 tons Wellington coal on board. 
All went satisfactorily during tho night 
and at 8 o'clock yestorday morning, nine 
hours from tho cord wharf, tho ship and 
tow boat wero off Cadboro or Ton-Mile 
Point steaming along at tho rate of about 
eight knots an hour. While sailing be- 
tween tho Point and Chatham Island, dis- 
tant from three-fourths of a mile- to a milo 
from the former, right in midchannel 
where hundreds of ships havo passed, 
with a supposed depth of water varying 
from 7 to 16 fathoms, tho ship struck

with irnmonsa force. The steamer's large 
hawser parted liko a piece of pack-thread, 
and tho tide, which was running swiftly, 
caught tho stem of tho ship and almost 
immediately swung her off the rock into 
deep water. Soundings gave a depth of 
18 foot at tho bows whero the vessol hung 
on tho rock, while there were .5 fathoms 
only a fow foot further oil'. Very deep 
water was found as booh as tho ship swung 
round and got clear. It was immediately 
diacovorod that sho was making water 
fast and was quickly drifting into known 
dangers. Captain Urquhart of tho Alex- 
ander again took hold of her with as little 
delay as possible, and after backing her 
into tho channel proceodod at full speed 
to Eaquimalt harbor. Tho water gained 
fast on tho pumps and when off Fisgard 
light th.ei-0 woro five foot in her hold. No 
time was lost in

As she Has drawing 22 foot 
wator when sho struck this strange rock 
it may well bo imagined that tho concus- 
sion was a severe one. It is supposed 
that a large hole has been stovo in hor 
bows. The weather at tho timo of tho 
accident was clear and calm. 

NO BLAME 

Whatever is attached to Captain Urqu- 
hart, as tho Captain of tho Sumatra and 
all the pilots and steam tug captains state 
that tho ship was in tho recognized chan- 
nel and the one they havo always used.

Slightly Romantic 

A REFORMED TRAMP -MARRIES THE SIS 'ER 
IN-LAW OK His BENEFACTOR, AND 
• SHORT!. Y AFTER FALLS HEIR 
TO A LARGE FORTUNE. 

A dispatch from Pittsburg, Pa., says 
about seven years ago a young man 
named George Arthur Brebb landed in 
New York from Liverpool. Ho wns 
the son of tho superintendent of ono of 
London's public libraries, who was also 
a large stockholder in tho Queon't- 
Theatre, London. At home, in London, 
young Brebb had led a fast life, which 
brought about a quarrel between him 
and his father. Young Brebb finally 
determined 1 to come to this country. 
When in tho United States he fell in 
with fast companions, and beforo long 
his small stock of money was gone. 
Not having a trade, and knowing not 
what work was, youug Brebb was 
in a sad plight. Falling in with 
a lot of tramps he started out with 
them, nnd for five years roamed from 
state to state, dirty and ragged. Early 
m April, 1879, ho was, with his dirty 
companions, hanging around Cadiz, 
Harrison county, O. One Sunday, 
John H. Fair, a small farmer and coal 
operator, living on the Cadiz branch of 
the Pan-Handle, with his family, was 
out walking,. and as the roads wore 
muddy they took tho railroad track. 
After walking some distance they came 
upon young Brebb and his gang hud- 
dled around a fire they had built of 
brushwood. Mr. Fair got into con- 
versation with the men, and Mrs. Fair 
noticed by Brobb'a speech that he was 
a native of her own country. Mr. and 
Mrs. Fair asked Brebb to cut loose 
from bis companions and stay with 
them. This Brebb agreed to do, and 
next day ho was put to work. Mr. 
Fair discovered very soon that Brebb 
did not know what work was, but as 
he gave evidence of wanting to do his 
best he was kept at work, making him- 
self useful it) driving a coalteam and 
helping with agricultural work. About 
the last of April Mrs. Twoedie.a a wid- 
owed sister of Mrs. Fair, camo ovor 
from England to make hor homo with 
the Fairs. >Slio was told tho story of 
Brebb, ami Brebb and Mrs. Tw?edi" 
soon grew to be warm friends. Friend- 
ship in time ripened to lovo and ere 
many months passed by Mrs. Tweedio 
consented to marry Brebb, although 
sde knew nothing as to who ho really 
wns, and only knew of his life in this 
country from his own account. Ho 
was a redeemed tramp, and that was 
all. The ceremony was performed in 
December of that year, after which 
matters went nl ng as usual f r several 
months. ' Finally Brebb concluded ho 
would write home and let his people 
know of his whereabouts and situation, 
A f tor a lapse of a short timo he re- 
ceived an answer stating that his fa her 
had died two years ago and that in his 
will ho had left his wayward son £10, • 
000. Brebb then disclosed his identity 
to bis wife and relatives, and soon af- 
ter left with his wife for London,whoro 
from a letter received this week, they 
arrived in due time, and had immedi- 
ately received tho inheritance of about 
$50,000, 

Gross Suporatitions. 

In my grandfather's fatni'y the old 
cook wus accustomed to bake cakes in 
large rounds, which she cut into four 
with a sharp knife, each quarter being 
put to bake by itself. She was most 
careful that during baking the pointed 
end of each of thes" quarters should 
not bo broken, otherwise a death might 
shortly be expected. Even the slipping 
of a piece of soap from a person's hands, 
when washing, has been construed to 
mean that the death of somo rehttivo is 
imminent, as, indeed, is ulso tho per- 
sistent burning of a Bre on ono tide 
only of tho grate. Every one knows 
that to dream of losing teeth means 
that some calamity may be looked for. 
If tho eyes of a corpse aro difficult to 
close, they are said to be looking for a 
successor ; and if the limbs do not bo 
come quickly stiff, it is supposed that 
some one of the family will beajon also 
among the dead. If the house door is 
closed upon the corpse beforo tho friends 
have come out to tako their pl.tces in 
the carriages, Sheffield people say an- 
other death will happen before many 
days ; and if, at a funeral where the 
mourners walked, the procession went 
in a straggling manner, this was 
thought in the West of Scotland to be- 
token the same misfortune. Even 
if tho mourners walk quickly, tho 
omen was bad. To walk under 
a ladder betokens misfortune if 
not hanging as it does in Holland. To 
meet a funeral when going to or com- 
ing from a marriage wus considered 
very unlucky in Lanarkshire ; for if 
the funeral was that of a woman 
the newly made wife would not live 
long, and if it was that of a man the 
fate of the bridegroom was sealed. If 
one heard a tingling in his ears it was 
the "deid bells," and news of the death 
of a friend or neighbor might soon be 
expected. If knocks were hoard at the 
door of a patient's room, and no per- 
son was found thero when the door was 
opened, there was littlo chance of re- 
covery, and if a man caught a glimpse 
of a person he knew, and found on 
looking out that he was nowhere to be 
seon, this was, says Mr. Napier, a sign 
of the approaching death of the person 
seen. — Belyravia.

While excavations woro being mado 
the other day iu tho Abbey Church- 
yard of Dunfermline, tho walls of the 
ancient manastory and cloistor woro 
discovered at a depth of ten feet btlow 
tho surface, enclosing an area of about 
100ft by 200ft. The walls are ten feet 
in thickness. A solid stone sarcopha- 
gus with a circular head and measuring 
seven feet in length by 1£ feet in 
breadth was found under what is sup- 
posed to have been the sito of a clois- 
ter. 

Some of the Skye tenantr yappear to 
be emulating the land leaguers of Ire 
land. It is currently reported that on 
one estate scarcely a tenant has paid 
bis rent. Many havo offered to pay at 
tho samo rate they did some years 
back, but decline to pay any higher ren- 
tal. In one township not ono has paid 
Asystom of boycotting seems likely to 
creep iu. It appears that several ten- 
ants called upon one apparently in- 
sane individual, who had actually stat- 
ed; his intention of paying his rent in 
full, nnJ gave him such cogent reasons 
why he had better not do so as speedi y 
converted hi in to their opinion. 

In the Common Picas recently a jury

Up- 
on this a gentleman in court exclaimed 
aloud, "That's a rum thing, too." Mr. 
Justice Hawkins ordered him to stand 
forward and thon said, ,l I fine you £10 
for contempt of court. People shall 
learn to b«ljuve themselves ciocei.tly in 
a court of justice. 

The ex-Empress Eugenie has grown 
as sedate and self centred as the queen 
herself: the flounces and the gew gaws 
are all laid aside, and the face is no 
longer made up according to the fash- 
ion, but is left pallid as nature intend 
ed it to be. Tho-hair, which was once 
bright and golden as the sunbeam, and 
yet was never bright enough, but 
must needs be powdered with gold dust, 
is now white and snowy, and gathered 
in smooth bands over the forehead. 
Her Majesty stoops a little, but her 
tigure is scarcely altered since the Em- 
peror pronounced it to be equal in 
symmetry and grace to that of Diana. 
The simple robes of half-mourning add 
greatly to the interest of her appear- 
ance. 

In Naples for some time past the 
Countess del Ciguo, a lady of extraor- 
dinary beauty, had been notoriously at 
odds with her husband, a gentleman to 
whom she had, at the urgent instance 
of her family, most unwillingly given 
her hand, her heart having been already 
bestowed upon a young Austrian ar- 
tist, who quittod Europe for America 
on the day of her marriage, only return- 
ing thence to Naples a few weeks ago. 
Ho became, it would appear, a freqnerit 
guest at tho Countess' evening recep- 
tions — a fact which reached the ears of 
Count del Cigno at his club, where he 
spent the greater part of his time, by 
night ns well as by clay. One evening 
just as the painter was issuing from 
the doorway of the Plazzo del Cigno, 
the ■ Count drove up to the chief en 
trance, and, while alighting from his 
carriage, noticed his wife on the Urst 
floor balcony, waving her hand in fare- 
well to her old lover as he descended 
the stone steps leading to tho street, 
Without a moment's hesitation the 
Count drew a stiletto from the breast 
pocket of his coat and huripd it to the 
hilt in the bos.atn of. his rival, who fell, 
mortally wounded, to. the ground. Ati 
L>e\ C.iguo, was getting into his. carriage 
howover a bullet from the Austrian's 
revolver fired, as it were, m extremis, 
passed through his head,, killing him on 
tho spot. Five minutC3 later tho artist 
a,l80. breathed hia last. This horrible 
encounter topk place uuder the very 
eyes of the Countess, upon whom tho 



spuetuclt! of- Iier husband's ami dlvVr'i 
violent death inflicted so overwhelming 
a snook that she became a raving in 
iac and is now under restraint in a 
lunatic asylum near Naples, 

M. Laroche Joubert has introduced a 
bill into the French Assembly which 
provides that any man who agrees to 
pay the government four thousand dol 
lars a year shall have tho right to dub 
himself a duke; for half that sum a 
man may call himself a marquis, arid 
for half that again may becomo a 
count. Those who cuunot afford these 
figures can buy somo of the minor 
titles according to a regular sliding 
scale. In this way M. Joubert think, 
that twenty millions of dollars a yeui 
could easily be raised, and a large num 
ber of snobs be made unspeakably 
happy. 

Tlie London Daily Xews piintn ou' 
that among the benefits which th* 
world owes to the establishment of h 
republic in France must be reckoned thr 
marked improvements which have tak 
en placo of late years* in the fashion?

Tho Directors in making thoir Annual Report havo to inform tho Subscribers 
that during tho past your they have succeeded in purchasing a plot of land of C acres 
immediately adjoining tho Hospital, for t ho purpose of erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection with tho Hospital. Tho Government havo votod a Hum of 
money for tho erection of tho necessary buildings; but boforo tho works could bo 
commenced the Government required thu land to bo conveyed to tho Crown, which 
has been done. The coming spring will, it is hoped, see this most necessary adjunct 
to tho institutions of the Province completed. 

Tho Directors regret that tho House of Assembly havo passed a resolution com- 
olotoly reversing tho policy under which tho Hospital has been for so many yoara 
not unsuccessfully managed; hithorto the Government havo boon content with hav- 
ing two Dirot tors on the Board, and as a rule these Oovernmont Direotora have been 
activo and useful mombors, and havo fully answered the purposes for which they wore 
placed on tho Board. 

Tho other Directors aro tho nominees of the Subscribers. Tho proposed change 
will be detrimental to tho interests of thoso for whom a hospital is supported. The 
attontion nocessary to details takes up a groat deal of timo, and to suppose that work 
which is now porformod efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo equally as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and tho inevitable result will bo a rocurronco 
to the worst evils of tho past. Tho intcrost which tho public now tako in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lesson, and the active and friondly assistance givon by 
many will hardly bo oxtendod to a purely Government institution. 

Tho Directors havo again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitablo societies and 
individuals who havo genorously contributed lo the support of tho institution. 

The affairs of tho Hospital havo beon economically managed, oB will bo soon by 
tho amount of sufferings roliovod and tho Treasurer's account of tho oxponditure. 

In closing this report tho Directors rogrot that tho change introduced by tho 
Government willprovont them again offering thoir services, and from tho applications 
which have been received for a return of subscriptions and tho opinions expressed of 
the change, they fear that the closing o£ one of the most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately bo tho result. 

There yet remains to bo considered thu question of tho ownorship of the pro- 
perty and tho terms on which it was dovotod to its presont use, and how far the pro- 
Bent changes will affect it. On this subject tho Directors aro not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

In conclusion I have to express my thanks to myprofesBional brothron, who havo 
alwayB rendered mo any assistance I was in need of; and I would wish to draw tho 
attention of tho Board of Directors to tho admirablo manner in which the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted the internal affairs of tho Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for tho patients compatible with tho discipline 
necessary in a public institution.
